Many pastures in Adams county 
would benefit from an application 
of lime and phosphate fertilizer, 
m aterials which promote growth of 
pasture 
grasses, 
believes 
County 
Agent M. T. Hartman. 
Fall is the most desirable time for 
application, 
he 
says. 
Ordinarily, 
other farm work does not interfere 
as often happens in the spring. 
Also, the ground is firmer, lessen­ 
ing the possibility of “punching" 
ruts and holes in the sod. 
H artm an 
points 
out 
th a t 
the 
greatest advantage from fall ap­ 
plication of lime and fertilizer Is 
th at the fanner gains about six 
m onths on 
the 
results. 
Grasses 
grow new root systems in the fall 
and early spring. 
If the lime and 
phosphate fertilizer are available in 
time for this natural growth period, 
better development will be secured 
Rains, snows, freezing and thawing 
will work the materials into the soil, 
making them available for the entire 
growing season. 
Where application 
is not made until spring, and a dry 
period follows, the fertilizer may do 
little good until it raids. 
Fall fer- 
tilization stim ulates the grasses at 


a time when weeds are weakest, giv­ 
ing the grasses a better opportunity 
to crowd out these pests. 
One ton of lime usually is suf­ 
ficient to sweeten pasture soils, but 
if exceptionally sour, two tons may 
be needed. In addition to sweeten­ 
ing the soil, lime makes the phos­ 
phate fertilizer more readily avail­ 
able. 
Hartm an suggests applying 
400 pounds of 20 per cent super­ 
phosphate per acre, although 500 to 
600 pounds will produce quicker as 
well as larger returns. 
Spreading six to eight loads of 
manure per acre late in the fall will 
afford protection to the grasses and 
clovers and add humus and potash 
to the soil. 
By spring, cows will 
graze 
closely 
over 
the 
manured 
ground, something they will not do 
if manure Is applied in the spring. 
Proper pasture m anagem ent calls 
for clipping pasture grosses closely 
at least twice during the season, 
usually in July and August 
Where 
weeds are m aturing seeds in un- 
mowed pastures, it is best to cut 
them before applying lime and phos­ 
phate. Alternate grazing of 2, 3 or 4 
fields L desirable 
Cows may be 


turned on pasture in the spring 
when the grasses are about four 
inches high. If grass get* boo large, 
it will become tough and unpala­ 
table and the cattle will not eat it 
readily. 
Shore, green grasses are 
the sweetest and richest.
